Jesse Jones to resign as secretary 
of commerce in order to give the 
jab to Henry Wallace, who retired 
yesterday as vice president. 

The action was disclosed in let- 
ters Jones made public tonight. 
were dated yesterday, the 
Gav of the President's inaugura- 
thon to a fourth term. 

Jone< wrote Mr. Roosevelt that 
he would “acede to. your de- 
cision.” but protested that “for you 
to turn over all these assets and 
responsibilities to a man inexperi- 
ence in business and finance will, 
l heleve, be hard for the business 
and financial world to under- 
Filand. 

DIFFICULT LETTER 


Mr. Roosevelt termed it “a very 
€ifficult letter to write”, citing his 
friendship and relationship with 
Jones, who took the cabinet post 
Sept. 10, 1940, but explained: 

“Henry Wallace deserves almost 
any service @rhich he believes he 
can satisfactorily perform, I told 
him this at the end of the cam- 
paign, in which he displayed the 
utmost devotion to our cause, trav- 
¢ling almost incessantly and work: 
ing for the success of the ticket 
in a great many parts of the coun- 
try. Though not on the ticket 
himself, he gave of his utmost to- 
ward the victory which eisued.” 

Wallace. the President informed 
Jones. “has told me _ that’ he 
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thought he could do the greatest 
ammount of good in the Department 
of Commerce, for which he ia fully, 
ented, and 1 feel, therefore, that 
the vice president should have this

Farmers’ Plight Gravest Yet— 
Labor Barrel Is Scraped Bare 


The war has 
problems to the farmers, but so 
far they have surmounted all 
of them. This year. they face 
even more serious rroblems, 
with the draft calling previously 
exempted young mer. The Con- 
stitution, to tell its readers how 
the farmers feel about the situ- 
etion and what effect itt is having 
on them, has sent a reporter over 
“the state. Following is the first 
of a series of stories.

SOMEWHERE IN CENTRAL 
GEORGIA, Jan. 20.—-The heart of 
Georgia is aching as it faces the 
gravest wartime sorrow—next to 
losing its boys. 

By and large, Georgia farming 
appears headed for ore of its hard- 
est years. In 1942, labor became 
short. Selective service knocked 
on the doors of many farm 
“hands.” Then came 1943—things 
were tough, but a crop was made, 


@ good crop. Then 1944—the war;{ 


brought many ewas closer home. More men re-¢ 


their calls, but farming 
went ahead, not at peacetime 
paces, but prices were better 
which compensated in a measure. 


Now comes the fourth war year. 
The draft is calling many who pre- 
viously were classified 2-C, the 
farm group. Tractors might solve 
the problem, if they’ were avail- 
able. As it is, about one out of 
every ten farmers is without help. 

Pick any farmer at random. His 
cry is the same. E. L. Butler, or- 
dinary of Lamar county, is typical. 
He has a 222-acre farm six and 
one-half miles east of Barnesville. 
He always has run thuee, four or 
five plows on the 90 to 100 acres 
he cultivates. Last year he had two 
hands. One was burned to death 
in a farmhouse fire. 

This year, Butler traded with 
another farmer. Now he has been 
ordered to Fort Benning. His re- 
maining mainstay has a wife and 
three children but he also has his 
notice to report to the draft board. 

Butler doesn’t know what he 
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will do. He thinks he probably will 
sell his mules—or give them away | 


—and let his acreage stand idle | 


during 1945. 


Available labor finds better, 
money in public works—sawmills, | 
turpentine, and the like. There the | 
wages run $4 or $5 a day, while 
the best farmers can do doesn’t | 
average $2 daily. H. L. Hamlin, of 
Lizella, works five men at his| 
sawmill. All of these are young- 
sters, Negroes, 16 to 17 years of| 
age. When they reach 18, they will | 
be off to the war. Hamlin’s men! 
mostly are new men and he pays. 
them $4 a day to work five or five 
and one-half days a week. |

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 21. 
()—Food-conscious San Francisco 
and other war-congested bay area 
cities were almost meatless today 
while the Pacific northwest re- 
ported large oversupplies of beef 
and the possibility of spoilage. 

Official opinion varied as to the 
cause of the anomalous situation. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion, which has announced an in- 
crease of the cattle price from 
$16.50 to $18 per hundred-weight 
effective Jan. 29, said it was con- 
ducting a two-way survey. 

District OPA Director Robert 
Parks said thus far he could not 
conclude that the shortage was 
due to OPA. 

Daniel McKinney, secretary of 
the California Cattlemen's Associa- 
tion, charged, however, that “fur- 
ther OPA bungling is continuing 
to reduce the supply of the better 
grades of beef.” He said it was 
OPA policy to discourage produc- 
tion of upper grades. 

McKinney asserted the San 
Francisco commercial refrigerators 
are bulging with the better cuts 
of beef set aside for military use, 
but ilton Maxwell, vice presi- 
dent of the AFL butchers union, 
said coolers were “as empty as 
“Mother Hubbard's cupboard.” 

Maxwell said packers refused 
to accept a financial loss which 
they contend will result if the 
OPA retail ceiling is not raised 
to meet the Jan. 28 wholesale in- 
crease. A slowdown of slaugh- 
tering is the result, and that is 
the cause of the current shortage, 
he said.

NEW DELHI, Jan. 21.—British 
amphibious troops successfully in- 
vaded Ramree Island today in the 
third of a series of leapfrog ad- 
vances this month down the Bur- 
ma west coast which have carried 
a total of more than 80 miles. 


Landing troops went in _ on 
the northern and northwestern | 
beaches of the 50-mile long island | 
after Royal Navy guns and a 
heavy concentration of Allied air- 
craft blasted the shore defenses. | 

The latest jump of 50 miles and) 
the successful seizure of the north- | 
ern areas of the island gave the’ 
Allies a base flanking south aed 
ma and created a major threat a 
the Japanese. 

Kyaukryn, on the northern tip 
of the island and the chief cen- 
ter of population, was occupied 
by the India jungle fighters and 
veteran Commandos under com- 
mand of Lt. Gen. Sir Philip Chris- 
tison. 

Meanwhile, in northern Burma 
the battle to reopen an overland 
supply route to China was all but 
concluded. Having broken the 
back of the Japanese defenses in 
that area, converging Chinese 
forces were driving for a junction 
at the Burmese village of Mongyu 
where the Ledo road joins the old 
Burma road. 

MOP-UP AWAITED 

Only small Japanese elements 
of below company size remained. 
to be mopped up by Chinese 
troops. 

In Chungking the Chinese high 
command confirmed Chinese 
troops had recaptured Wanting,| 
the last major obstacle to the re- 
opening .of the overland supply 
route. It was announced the Chi- 
nese also retook Kiuku in Burma. 
The area north of the Wanting 
river inside the Chinese border 
has been cleared of Japanese 
troops.

3 Reich Yards 


LONDON, Monday, Jan. 22.—(4) 
More than 900 U, S. Eighth Air 
Force heavy bombers screened by 
500 Mustangs and Thunderbolts 
poured nearly 3,000 tons of ex- 
plosives on three German freight 
yards yesterday in the coldest mis- 
sion of the war.

Due to the interest in home-rule aspects of the constitutional 
revision issue, The Constitution felt that its readers would like to 
know how local bills move through the legislative hopper. This 
first article is by one of three reporters who cover the state capitol.

U. S. Records 
Increases in 


War Goods 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—(f). 
All the critical munitions pro- 
grams—except of Navy rockets— 
showed production increases in 
December, the War Production 
Board announced tonight. 


Officials had feared a letdown 
because of the holiday season, but 
the increases ranged from 61 per 
cent, for infantry mortars, to @ 
barely perceptible one-tenth of 1 
percent for military dry cell bat- 
teries. 


“In the second half of 1944 out- 
put in every one of the critical 
programs showed a_ substantial 
gain, ranging upward from 20 per 
cent for tires and trucks to over 
150 per cent for aircraft and mor- 
tars and over 200 percent for 
rockets,” the report said. 


The 32 per cent increase regis- 
tered by critical aircraft, super- 
bombers, Navy fighters, jet-pro- 
pelled planes and some other so- 
called “hot” types—is tempered 
by the fact that the January quota 
calls for a 27 per cent rise over 
the December production. 


The survey, prepared by Chief 
of Operations Higoland G. Batch- 
eller, emphasized that higher goals 
are ahead. 


Other critical programs, show- 
ing the change from November 
and the percentage increase over 
December required to meet Janu- 
ary schedules, were reported as 
follows: 

Artillery ammunition, up 5 per 
cent, must rise 14 per cent.

“Instead, American housewives 
are paid money and ration points, and we 
set them a goal of 250,000,000 pounds a 
vear, just half of what there is, and yet 
the closest they ever came to making it 
was 186,000,000.”

Fat Salvage 


cuse will be an absolute refusal to co- 
operate on the part of individual grocers. 
The War Food Administration, which han- 
dies the fat salvage program, has made 


arrangements with the Railway Express 


Company whereby the latter’s local agents 
will accept waste fats for shipment to the 
nearest renderer. 


There are 16 of these renderers in 
Georgia. They are located in Atlanta, 
Albany, Athens, Augusta, Cordele, Colum- 
bus, Cochran, Macon, Newnan, Rome and 
Savannah. They have been covering most 
—but not all—the towns in the state. Un- 
der the new setup, grocers in localities 
where renderers do not make collections 
may dispose of the fats, in 48-pound lots, 
merely by calling the Railway Express 
Agency. The various renderers, in addi- 
tion, will furnish drums for shipping and 
pay the freight both ways. 


Grocers who do not deal in meats, more- 
over, may obtain red points from the dis- 
trict office of OPA with which to pay 
housewives for salvaged fats. 


Everything, in short, is being done to 
facilitate collection of those essential waste 
kitchen fats. They are vital to our war 
effort. Do your part by saving them, 


You Can Count Us Out, Miss Smith 


We are in receipt of a letter from Janet 
Smith, “Picture Editor, Portrait of Amer- 
ica Desk, Pictures Division, Office of War 
information.” 


Miss Smith is “considering doing a por- 
trait of America on the American Press, 
its early beginnings in the U. S., its growth 
and salient features of journalism in this 
country today.” 


Miss Smith “would appreciate as many 
pictures as are available on the activities” 
of The Constitution. The pictures would 
be examined, selections made, and the best 
included in a feature “The Portrait of 
America.” 


The portrait of America, Miss Smith 
explains, “is a pictorial feature which the 
OWI supplies to newspapers and maga- 
zines throughout the world. Each sepa- 
rate ‘portrait’ contains about 50 8 by 10 
pictures with explanatory captions. .. .” 


Miss Smith’s letter reached us the same 
dav the Associated Press carried a story 
to the effect that the already severe short- 
age of films and photographic paper is 
getting steadily worse. It came the same 
day Selective Service was notifying draft 


boards that only the most essential men 
in the most critical industries could be 
any longer deferred. It came the same 
week that Editor and Publisher carried a 
pessimistic report of newsprint prospects. 


It is logical to assume, inasmuch as 
Miss Smith’s request was mimeographed, 
that a similar one went to thousands of 
other papers throughout the nation. It is 
logical to assume that a great many pre- 
cious man-hours will go into the selection, 
assembling and publication of Miss Smith’s 


“vortraits.” It is logical to assume that too 


much of the nation’s dwindling supply of 
photographic paper will be used for the 
purpose. Fifty 8 by 10 photographs, multi- 
plied by the thousands of “newspapers and 
magazines throughout the world,” will 
really mount up. 


Not being bothered with such mundane 
phases of the war as the manpower and 
film and paper shortages, Miss Smith and 
the OWI might have found it difficult to 
understand why The Constitution has had 
neither the time nor the inclination to 
participate in this latest boondoggle. 


This, then, is for the purpose of ex- 
plaining.

Dorothy Thompson 
Writes of Germany 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill is en route 

around the world as a member of the American 

a Society of Newspaper Editors’ mission in behalf 

of universal news freedom.

I have been following as closely as I can reports from inside 
Germany, regarding the state of mind of the German people, and 
the interviews with German prisoners of war. With no self- 
righteousness I may say they do not surprise me; but they do not 
support in the least the monolithic theory of a solid bloc of Ger- 
mans, all Nazis, successfully Mmdoctrinated. 

The most exhaustive report I have seen was given by the corre- 
spondent of the Overseas News Agency by its reporter on the 
Aachen sector. He interviewed an “intellectual task force” of three 
American scholars who went into the area as part of the “psycho- 
logical warfare branch” of the Third Army group. 

These three men, Dr. Saul K. Padover, Dr. Paul Sweet and 
Lewis F. Gitler, are American authorities on Germany; two of 


them are professors of German history; all speak German fluently. . 


They did not follow the conventional questionnaire formula used 
with prisoners of war. As an old reporter, who has had hundreds 
of interviews, I know the question-and-answer formula is abso- 
lutely useless as a means of penetrating another person’s mind. A 
stereotyped question brings a stereotyped answer. The only effec- 
tive form of interview is to conduct a conversation; to sit down 
and talk together. 

This, these three professors did. The result knocked their own 
preconceived notions haywire. 

They talked with railroad workers, printers, bookkeepers, fac- 
tory hands, housewives, grocers, policemen, Nazi party members, 
doctors, actors, Hitler youth, and even with the carpenter-father 
of an SS man. 

To be sure they talked with civilians who had disobeyed Nazi 
orders to evacuate Aachen. But the disobedience, they found, was 
not primarily political. They did not want to leave their homes 
and become refugees in the Reich interior. 

Coll apse The sum total of the conversations was the revelation 

Bp of an all but total collapse of German nationalism. 
The Nazi party, by removing every political function and respon- 
sibility from the people, has left a political vacuum. The nation 
became the party, and whoever did not belong to the party had 
no nation! Dr. Padover said: “The Germans don’t want to govern 
themselves, and in a dozen different ways they expressed the same 
idea: they regard Germany's future as an Allied prdblem. One 
after another expressed the hope that they will be treated as a 
sort of American colony. They declare they are not ready for 
self-government and welcome, rather than resist, the thought of 
being ruled.” 

Furthermore, they consider they have been ruled by foreigners. 
They don’t regard Hitler (the Austrian) and his crowd as real Ger- 
mans. The Nazis have cut the German people off from their own 
history and cultural traditions. A weaver’s daughter thought Bis- 
mark was “some sort of poet” and Goethe “a musician.” One 
youngster said, ‘We live under the yoke of the Germans,” and 
showed plainly he regarded the Nazis as some sort of outside and 
“foreign” form of government. 

The Army investigators found no belief in the racial theory. 
Young girls, when asked whether they would marry Frenchmen, 
Russians or Americans, almost invariably replied this would only 
depend on whether they loved the man. When asked about marry- 
ing Jews, they expressed the same attitude. Many of them had 
never known a Jew, but some said, “When the Jews were here 
they had stores and you could buy things. Now you can buy noth- 
ing in the stores.” The persecution of the Jews was primitively 
associated with their economic misery. 

They were distressed by our non-fraternization policy. “Many 
of them hoped we would pick up Nazis and punish them instead 


of treating all Germans alike.” 
Youth Most surprising was the attitude of the young—of the 
“teen-agers,” including members of the Hitler youth. 
“They want some kind of freedom. They don’t know a thing about 
democracy, but they will tell you they want liberty. They admire 
the Americans because we have such great resources and are win- 
ning the war. Instead of hating us for beating them, they admire 
us as victors almost as though their own people were not con- 
cerned.” 

They discovered the population divided itself into three groups. 
The people over 40 are what they were before Hitler came into 
power. They have simply “sat out” the Nazi regime, as though it 
were a transitory nightmare. The middle group between 20 and 
40 contains the fanatic Nazis, ‘‘many of whom are beyond change.” 
But the teen-age youngsters, who have grown up in the midst of 
war, are not beyond redemption. 

The SS is hated. Many recommended that death was too good 
for them and they should be sent away to forced labor before they 
were executed. One who expressed this opinion waa the father 
of an SS man. He said, “If the SS men must be executed as war 
criminals let them execute him, too.” 

Now, except for the decline of German nationalism—which sur- 
prised me—this picture is exactly what one should have expected, 
if one had thought logically. In a future column I shall comment 
on it analytically, for it is full of suggestions as to how to create 


a policy.

Would You Pay Fee 
For ‘Plug-Free Radio? 


There has been proposed, and a corporation 
formed for postwar development of the idea, a 
system of radio programs—a new system for 

The plan proposed would not eliminate the present commer- 
cialized programs from your radio. It would simply make available 
to you, if you preferred it, these other noncommercialized pro- 
grams in addition to the present offerings. It would call, only, for 
the simple act of tuning in whatever broadcast you preferred. 

However, in order to make the new, noncommercial programs 
available only to subscribers, a new device, to be easily and quick- 
ly installed in your radio, would be used. 

This device has been patented. It works as follows: The sub- 
scription programs would, on radios without this device, be con- 
stantly spoiled by a “mark,” which is a constant sound, known 
as a “pig squeal,” making it impossible for the ordinary radio re- 
ceiver to use them at all pleasurably for the hearers. However, 
subscribers to the service would have the patented device attached 
to their receivers and the device simply eliminates the ‘‘pig Squeal.” 

The cost of the fee subscribers to this new program would pay 
is about five cents a day. 

The system was explained in detail at a recent hearing before 
the Federal Communications Commission, in the form of a brief 
asking that, in allocation of frequencies or wave lengths, the com- 
mission. set aside a suitable number of channels for the new, non- 
commercialized programs. The brief was presented by Joseph L. 
Weiner, of New York city, counsel for Subscription Radio, Inc.

Continuous Music Subscrivtion Radio, Inc., will, if granted 
the necessary wave lengths, offer three separate and distinct non- 
advertising programs. 

Two of these will be continuous music programs. One will 
offer all types of fine music, symphonic, concert, operatic, oper- 
ettas, Viennese waltzes ang so on. 

The other music program will likewise be continuous and ta!k- 
free, but will consist of popular music. 

Thus. the many thousands of listeners who enjoy a good music 
program may hear it at any time, either for its own sake or as a 
pleasant background for the usual home activities. 

And think how swell it would be if you wanted to dance to 
be able to tune in the popular music program and have the best 
dance music without breaks for soap, patent medicine or cheese 
advertisements and, likewise, without a switch every 15 or 30 
minutes, or less, to some corny comedian or silly quiz program. 

The third program would offer those important and valued 
features which advertisers scorn. Such as educational programs, 
local matters of interest, even an impartial “shopping service news, 


news broadcasts,” etc. 

. : ~The entire proposal involves a radi- 
Radical, But Alluring cal development in the broadcasting 
system we have known im America ever since the days of crystal 
receiving sets. But it has a mighty allure for millions of radio 
listeners. 

Recently 110 families in one New York apartment house were 
asked if they would pay the necessary fee for such a service, were 
Fifty-seven per cent said, definitely, they would pay 
the money. Eighteen per cent were undecided “would have to think 
it over,” “it would depend on my income.” And 25 per cent were 
not interested, either because thy don’t listen to the rddio anyway, 
or because they “don’t mind the talking” on the present programs. 

There is one very strong point in favor of the licensing sys- 
tem. In addition to the obvious ones. That is, it would bring 
back, for the millions who enjoy it, music programs which, it 
seems, are fast becoming fewer today because the advertisers, the 
Sponsors, don’t consider them as effective in sales results as 
quizzes, thrillers, soap operas and all the other “talk” programs. 

The new plan wouldn't interfere with present radio programs. 
It would simply provide an additional broadcast service for those 
willing to pay a licensing fee.

Shall We End 
It Quickly? — 


The defeat in December, like 
that at Pearl Harbor, was humili- 
ating and maddening, not because 
the enemy beat us, but because 
he outsmarted us. Again thousands 
of brave men were needlessly sac- 
rificed because somebody in au- 
thority underestimated the en- 
emy and invited deféat by fool- 
ish carelessness. 


As this is written, the full mag- 
nitude of the tragedy has not yet 
been revealed. But reporters at 
the front have been permitted to 
describe it as the greatest mili- 
tary defeat in our history. 


We know something about the 
first cost. We know that many 
thousands of men were killed or 
captured or wounded; that great 
numbers of trucks, tanks, planes 
and big guns were captured or 
destroyed; that great quantities of 
g.soline, shells and other material 
were captured. 


No man can estimate the ulti- 
mate cost, but military authorities 
have given us some idea of it. 
They agree that Von Rundstedt 
achieved his chief purpose, which 
was to break up our winter of- 
fensive before it began. Thus he 
gained six months or a year—time 
enough, they say, to enlist and 
equip another army of a million 
men. That will not only delay the 
victory in Europe, and enormous- 
ly increase its cost in men and 
money, but will indefinitely post- 
pone our offensive in the Pacific, 
for we have neither the ships nor 
the reserves of munitions to sup- 
port two great offensives at once. 


But the cost we can foresee and |. 
estimate igs not the “one most to 
be dreaded. The final, disastrous, 
incalculable cost would be de- 
feat. That is not impossible, for it 
will be defeat if we fall short of 
complete and absolute victory. 


The one hope of the Germans 
is to prolong the war until the 
Allies quarrel and turn against 
one another, or our war-weary and 
disillusioned people clamor for a 
compromise peace. 


The ultimate cost therefore de- 
pends upon the wisdom of Allied 
statesmen and the stamina and 
good sense of the Allied peoples. 


We shall win. No American has 
any doubt of that. But there re- 
mains this question, which only 
the people can answer. Shall we 
win soon, and limit the cost, or 
shall we postpone the victory and 
multiply the cost in blood and 
treasure? 


For all our great achievements, 
we have only played at war. We 
haven’t done our utmost. Shall we 
now throw everything we have, 
and end it quickly, or shall we 
continue to take it easy and make 
it last longer?

Is United States 
Empire-Minded? 


_ WASHINGTON .—Secretary of Interior Ickes, 
ae with his usual foresightedness, has posed a ques- 
Sis tion which well may engage the attention of the 
American people in anticipation of the ultimate ending of the war. 
He has asked congress to give consideration to the future colonial 
policy of the United States and to adopt a definite program to meet it. 
The question to be decided, Mr. Ickes points out, is whether we 
are going to create an empire, after the fashion of the British, or 
adopt the policy that we shall finally have no colonies. 

It reduces itself to the simple problem of whether we are to 
“hold on or let go,” meaning hold on to much of the vast amount 
of new territory we are capturing from the Japs in the Pacific or 
let it go to some other nation once the war is over. 

At present we have no set policy in that direction. It is a 
problem that will not arise fully until the time comes for writing 


the final terms of the peace treaty. 

: If anything our past policy has veered awa 
Our Past Policy from colonial expansion. We did not ener 
take to keep Cuba after taking it away from the Spanish in the 
Spanish-American war, but gave the island its independence forth- 
with, when it might easily have been retained as a colonial posses- 
sion. 

Likewise, after a certain period of preparation, we relinquished 
control of the Philippines. We were, in fact, in the very act of re 
turning the islands to the native people when the blow at Pearl 
Harbor was struck. It still is our purpose to give the Philippines 
back to the Filipino people after we have recaptured it from the Japs. 

But numerous other Japanese-owned or mandated islands are 
falling into our hands as a result of the war in the Pacific. Before 
the business is over we expect to capture them, all, including the 
important island of Formosa, the great Jap naval base in the 


China sea. 

What are we to do with these islands? Give 
What To Do? them back to the Japs? Certainly we will not 
do that, particularly since the Japs had stolen them from other 
peoples themselves or received them under mandates from treaties 
following the last World War—mandates which they immediately 
proceeded-to violate by fortifying them for military use. 

While most of the islands have no economic value, measured in 
the things they produce, they do have a high potential value, many 
of them, as stepping stones in the air commerce of the future. We 
may be able to utilize them to good advantage in this respect. 

In Africa also we, in co-operation with the British, have re 
captured a lot of territory from the Axis enemy. Italy had exten- 
sive colonial possessions there which have fallen into our hands. 
We have retaken all of the territory which the French, following 
the downfall of Paris, lost to the Axis on the Dark Continent. 

Now we may have no ambitions to carve out colonial possessions 
on an extensive scale for ourselves in Africa, but it might be highly 
desirable for us to retain enough of the conquered territory to es 
tablish air bases which might be useful for commercial and mili- 


tary purposes in the future. 

sals As for the territory we have taken 
Modern Imperialism from the Italians, we are free to keep 
so much of it as we please, under the rules of war. And in view 
of what we have done for the French, a defeated nation, they could 
not very well deny us enough of the recaptured African territory to 
establish such air bases. 

All of these questions are wrapped up in the future colonial 
policy of the United States—a policy that Secretary Ickes wants 
resolved. He is the logical official to raise the issue because the 
administration of our territories and possessions falls under his 
jurisdiction as head of the interior department. 

Every time the issue of imperialism is raised a hue and cry 
comes up from critics of such a policy who seek to make it appear 
that the establishment of a world empire is against the best inter 
ests of the United States. 

But the present war has shown how small the world has grown, 
San Francisco is closer to China today than it was to New York a 
few years ago, measure in travel time. We will need the world 
outpost in the years ahead to develop our trade and maintain our 
position as the world’s most powerful nation.

WASHINGTON.—One of the most serious prob- 
lems growing out of the war—and it is becom-

ing apparent now—is the treatment, 
servicemen who are maladjusted, what is known 


care and 


technically as neuro-psychiatric cases. 


Already around 130,000 have 
been discharged for disabilities of 
this nature. The number will 
grow. It might be pointed out that 
some 1,200,000 civilians were 
rejected for military service, be- 
cause of neuro-psychiatric disabil- 
ties, 30 per cent of ail those turn- 
ed down on medical grounds. 

Yet the government is not ade- 
quately prepared to cope with 
this problem in the opinion of ex- 
perts in the field. Nor is the pub- 
lic awake to it, they say. In the 
last analysis it will become a com- 
munity problem and responsibil- 
ity, for a community program 
will be essential as well as an in- 
tegrated government program. 
’ The soldier must be fitted back 
into community life. 

Many shortcomings are pointed 
out in a survey of the problem. 

There is an acute shortage of 
psychiatrists to work with the ex- 
pected large number of cases. The 
American Psychiatric Association 
has 3,400 members, about all the 
psychiatrists there are, outside of 
perhaps 500 others not members 
of the association. To add some 
Quickly the Army is _ rushing 
classes through a 90-day course, 
which does not produce fully 
trained psychiatrists, but helps to 
some small extent. 

A way must be found to train 
more psychiatrists, many more. 

A basic shortcoming in the me- 
chanics of an effective program is 
the lack of a co-ordinating agen- 
cv among the various government 
bureaus. which have to do with 
veterans. This results in the usual 
conflicts and inability to\act when 
there is no ultimate respensible 
authority to work out a program 
and get action. 

This reacts upon the develop- 
ment of local community plans 
and projects. Although a number 
of communities are organizing 
themselves, they are handicapped 
by the lack of a single agency 
here to which they can come for 
information, advice and a pattern. 
Men of standing in the psychiatric 
field who are working here in one 
or another agency find themselves 
involved in the bureaucratic tan- 
gie, unable to move directly to do 
the things that ought to be done. 

The Veterans Administration, 
itself, is not sufficiently alert, 
and gives too little emphasis to 
the medical and psychiatric phases 
of the rehabilitation program. 
That is the testimony all around. 
It is hidebound in its approach, 
too routine, too.timid. It lacks the 
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aggressiveness and imagination 
needed to take hold. 

Treatment of neuro-psychiatric 
cases is impeded by a shortage of 
out-patient facilities. In many 
cases the veteran has to go long 
distances for treatment. When he 
gets there, he often has to wait 
and wait, for doctors are overbur- 
dened with the paper work essen- 
tial in the government. Recently 
the Army has begun to give treat- 
ment to some men in the Army, 
itself, 

One of the major needs in meet- 
ing the neuro-psychiatric prob- 
lem, in the view of those experi- 
enced with it, is to educate the 
public to the reception and re- 
absortion of the veteran back into 
normal life. There is need to edu- 
cate the employer to utilize the 
neuro-psychiatric who, in many 
cases, is more efficient in certain 
types of jobs than persons conéid- 
ered well. Likewise, families need 
enlightenment in the handling of 
men who are maladjusted. 

Only a vague and sketchy be- 
ginning has been made in this sort 
of education. ie 

Another shortcoming is the iso- 
lation of many veterans hospitals 
that were built after the last war. 
New facilities, it is urged, should 
be in or near big communities, be- 
cause experienced consultants are 
available there and because the 
veteran should become a part of 
community life, and not isolated 
in an institution, for obvious rea- 
sons. 

What is being proposed to meet 
some of these problems will be 
discussed in a subsequent column.

The AFL 
~ Outlook 


CHICAGO—The letter written 
by Joseph Padway, general coun- 
sel of the American Federation of 
Labor, to George Scalise, the un- 
derworld union racketeer, follow- 
ing the public denunciation of 
Scalise as a convicted white slav- 
er, contains some important points 
of conflict with Padway’s verbal 
statements to me. 

Scalise subsequently was con- 
victed of extortion by the state of 
New York and sentenced to pris- 
on. He was president of the Build- 
ing Service Employees Union at 
the time of his friendship with 
Padway and his official roster 
was infested with ex-convicts and 
notorious New York and Chicago 
gunmen, many of them members 
of the old Capone mob. 

Padway, who is an esteemed 
friend of Roosevelt, for years has 
posed as a spokesman. for Ameri- 
can labor and, in this role was 
sent to England by Roosevelt in 
company with Dan Tobin, of the 
teamsters’ union, whom Roose- 
velt publicly honored at the po- 
litical brawl] in Washington dur- 
ing the late presidential campaign. 
Padway actually is not a labor 
man at all but just a smart law- 
yer specializing in labor law. 

In the original Scalise expose 
these dispatches reported that 
Padway and William Green, the 
president of AFL, had indorsed 
a petition at the Department 
of Justice in which Scalise pray- 
ed Roosevelt to restore those 
rights of citizenship which had 
been automatically suspended 
when he was sent to prison as 
a youth for taking a 16-year-old 
girl on a tour as a prostitute. 

Padway denied that he had sup- 
ported the petition and said he 
had merely told representatives 
of the department that, as far as 
he knew, Scalise was leading an 
upright life. He admitted that he 
had received $1,000 from Scalise, 
and said this was his pay for 
drawing a new constitution. This 
would be easy money because 
such documents are not protected 
by copyright. I could pick one at 
random from my large collection 
and adapt it to the uses of any 
client merely by crossing out one 
union’s name and substituting an- 
other. When I remarked to Pad- 
way that this $1,000 was easy 
picking for a great, spiritual lead- 
er of the working man and that 
the existing constitution of the 
Scalise racket contained a lot of 
high school ritualistic nonsense, 
he said this one wasn’t his work. 
Scalise had never put the Padway 
constitution into effect. 

Tt may be true that Padway 
did get up a constitution for Sca- 
lise to justify his $1,000 fee. In 
fact, after William McFettridge, 
the new president, by actual risk 
of his life, threw some of the 
worst gangsters out and got pos- 
session of the files, an unused 
constitution was discovered among 
the papers. This proved to be a 
paraphrase of the constitution of 
Tobin’s union for which Padway 
is general counsel, 

Now just how far did Padway 
go for Scalise? He told me he just 
said Scalise was going straight as 


far as he knew. But in his letter | & . 


to Scalise, expressing undying 
friendship, he said he and Presi- 


.| dent Green had arranged to con- 


fer with Robert Jackson, the at- 
torney general, regarding the pe- 
tition, and added “I am going to 
support your application for res- 
toration of citizenship with all the 
power at my command.” 
Padway can’t convince me that 
he was ignorant of Scalise’s con- 
tinued criminal] associations. The 
union was literally infested with 
low uriderworld gangsters and 
they were robbing not only the 
unfortunate members but employ: 
ers too, and much of that money 
went for high life in Miami, in- 
cluding wine, women and gam- 
bling at the horse and dog tracks. 
But, if we grant that Padway 
didn’t know all this, then what 


be a spokesman of labor, to lend 
that prestige to the petition of a 
man whom he had not taken the 
trouble to investigate? 

The workers and the honest of- 
ficials of this union got no help 
from either Padway or Green in 
their desperate and dangerous 
fight against the criminal under- 
world. The help came from Tom 
Dewey and these dispatches and 
both Dewey and I were denounced 
as labor baiters. 

It is not up to me to save 
the AFL, but I do know that 
some of its honest officials are 
discouraged and terribly afraid of 
the future and submit that one 
move absolutely essential to the 
restoration of public confidence 
and respect, including that of the

How To Secure a Real Merit System in Georgia 


Most citizens and students of 
government are convinced that 
the merit system is the fairest and 


most efficient method of selecting 
public employes. or it chooses 
such employes on the basis of 
their fitness for a particular job 
and promotes them on the record 
of their accomplishment. It is di- 
rectly opposed to the patronage 
method, which rewards a success- 
ful candidate’s supporters with 
government jobs whether or not 
they are qualified to hold them. 

Under patronage, inefficiency 
and increased costs invariably re- 
sult for the citizen. Moreover, 
neither public officials nor em- 
ployes are really satisfied. For 
the officials usually find the dis- 
pensing of patronage to be a bur- 
den which makes them more ene- 
mies than friends. And employes 
are insecure in their positions, 
liable to be turned out with every 
change in administration. A prop- 
erly set up and intelligently ad- 
ministered merit system safe- 
guards citizens, officials and em- 
ployes. Experience has shown 
that where it is in operation few 
wish to return to the old patron- 
age methods. 

Governor Arnall has come out’ 
strongly for the merit system in 
our state government. At the 
meeting of the constitution re- 
vision commission, he presented 
an amendment that would have 
laid the foundation for a real 
merit system in Georgia. How- 
ever, this amendment did not 
pass the commission. Instead a 
weak and indefinite recommenda- 
tion was substituted. 


We do not know whether the 
governor will present his amend- 
mend to the legislature. But be- 
cause we have received a num- 
ber of questions regarding it and 
because the League of Women 
Voters has always worked for the 
merit system as a foundation 
stone in efficient democracy, we 
wish to point out briefly certain 


significant differences between 
the Governor’s proposal and. the 
amendment passed by the com- 
mission. 

Study and experience have 
shown that there are six funda: 
mental requirements for a success- 
ful merit plan: 

1. A non-political board, with 
its duties and powers carefully de- 
fined, appointed to administer the 
system. 

2. All state employes included 
in the system, except those spe- 
cifically exempt, such as: elected 
officials, department heads, mem- 
bers of advisory boards, a limited 
number of confidential employes, 
etc. 

3. Jobs of merit employes classi- 
fied by the board, so that equal 
pay for equal work be provided 
throughout the entire system, with 
rules for promotion and removal 
clearly defined. 

4. A personnel director of the 
system, chosen under the 
plan and protected by it and di- 
rectly responsible to the board. 

5. A retirement system for em- 
ployes, provided for by the legis- 
lature. 

6. Funds for the operation and 
salaries of the system, appropri- 
ated by the legislature. 

These requirements insure, as 
far as it is humanly pogsible, that 
a merit system will function ef- 
ficiently, fairly and without politi- 
cal manipulation. Governor Arn- 
all’s proposal met with most of 
theses provisions. 

On the other hand, the merit 
amendment finally adopted by the 
commission is brief and general- 
ized. It consists of only four pro- 
visions. Requirement No. 1 (for 
a nonpolitical board) is met; No. 
5 (a retirement system for merit 
system employes) is also specified, 
as is No, 6 (adequate appropria- 
tions by the legislature to carry 
out the system). But no clear 
statement is made in the amend- 
ment as to who shall or who shall 
not come under the merit plan.

War Length Estimate Changed 


In a survey made since the 
first of the new year and reflect- 
ing the still uncertain news from 
the war fronts, the Institute finds 
that about two-thirds of , those 
questioned think it will take more 
than six months before the war 
with Germany ends, 

By way of comparison, back in 
November fewer than one-third 


felt the war would last more than 
six months. 


In September, when optimism 
was very high, as many as two- 
third thought it would take only 
three months or less to finish the 
war. Only seven per cent, or one 
in 14, thought the European war 
would last more than six months. 

All of this is not to say that 
American confidence in ultimate 
victory has been shaken. A survey 
taken at the same time as that on 
the length of the war finds: nine 
out of every .ten with opinions 
thinking there is no chance of our 
losing the war with Germany. 
Five per. cent had no opinion.

This decision is left to the legisla- 
ture and means that the lists 
could be changed at every session. 
Moreover, the duties of the board 
are not specified; and as a result 
another opening for political inter- 
ference is presented. And there is 
no provision that a qualified uirec- 
tor for the system must be em- 
ployed under the merit regula- 
tions. » 

It id interesting to note that 
since 1941 the government of 
Michigan has been operating most 
successfully under a strong °*n- 
stitutional merit provision, similar 
to the one which Governor Arnall 


| recommended. But previously that 


state operated under a merit law 
subject to legislative change. As 
a result the system rapidly deteri- 
orated, and by 1936 had become 
thinly disguised patronage. 
Aroused public opinion established 
the genuine, constitutionally pro- 
tected merit system which is now 
in operation. 

In short, the present amendment 
provides only that a merit system 
be set up by the legislature. All 
the specifications which would in- 
sure its successful operation and 
free it from political control are 
omitted. It is merely a halfway 
measure, and therefore, it can be 
come dangerous. For it means 
that the legislators may set up a 
genuine merit system if they wish. 
But it also means that they can 
establish one in name only, and 
continue the old patronage meth- 
ods of the past.

Georgian Brings 
Relic of Woman 
[Nazi He Killed 


An Army captain with 22 years’ 
service to his credit and just back 
from 29 months of fighting in 
Germany, France and other coun- 
tries, foresees an end to the war 
in Europe by midsummer—‘“by 
August, anyway.” 

He is Capt. Bobbie E. Brown, 
38, of Columbus, Ga., and former- 
ly of Atlanta, who enlisted in the 
Army at 14 years by falsifying his 
age. 

In the interest of military se- 
curity, Capt. Brown would not be 
quoted on his reasons for believ- 
ing hostilities in the European 
theater would be brought to a con- 
clusion by August. 

The veteran of three D-Days— 
at Africa, Sicily and France—is 
visiting relatives in Atlanta, 
among being his uncle, Thad 
Brown, 665 Mayland avenue, and 
his sister, Mrs. Ruth Specht, a8 
Charlotte place. 

With him is_his wife, the former | 
Miss Minnie C. Mills, of Columbus. 

Among several souvenirs Brown 
is displaying is a silken handker- 
chief which he took from the per- 
son of a German woman he killed 
on the Normandy beach. About 23 
years old and dressed in a lieu- 
tenant’s uniform, the woman was 
leading a company of Nazi beach | 
snipers, Capt. Brown said. 

Only after he had killed her | 
with three shots, Brown said, did 
he know that she was a woman.
